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Nations shake hands in space 


Despite alarms, burning smell 


THE COMMANDERS of the linked American Aoollo and the Russian Soyuz 
spaceships shook hands 139 miles above the earth at close to noon (PDT) today in the ■ 
first meeting in space of men from different nations. The docking of the two crafts 
took place over the Western Hemisphere, as indicated in this artist s conception. 
Delays, suits ruling out 
fall start for oil plant

The hopes of Exxon Co., U.S.A., to start construction this 
fall on its projected $36-million oil and gas processing plant 
in Las Flores Canyon have just about been dashed. 
New frustrations — and a new. lengthy wait — appear in 
prospect for the world’s No. one corporation, which felt it 
had an almost clear path to an early fall construction date 
for its plant after its narrow victory over environmental 
forces in the May 27 rezoning referendum vote. 
First there were some minor skirmishes and harassments 
which were brushed aside in court. Now comes an election 
contest hearing — and possible trial — in Superior Court that 
might not be settled until late August or September. 
But even more worrisome as a threat to the entire giant 
project envisioned in the western Santa Barbara channel is 
the fact that at best Exxon would be in the center of what 
could be a protracted legal fight between the State of Califor­ 
nia and the Federal government over application of the U.S. 
Deepwater Port Act of 1974. 


California Attorney General Evelle Younger has ruled that 
Exxon’s proposed offshore loading facility — offshore ter­ 
minal and mooring buoy system — will need a state license 
under the Federal act. 


There have been some preliminary findings announced 
from legal authorities of the Interior Department that such 
might not be the case. But now the Board of Supervisors has 
decided to ask the U.S. Attorney-General for a ruling. 


Should the U.S. Attorney-General agree with the Califor­ 
nia Attorney-General — and should Gov. Brown decide to ex­ 
ercise veto powers, the Exxon project could wind up in the 
graveyard. At least, that is the conclusion of many closer 
observers on the local scene. 
Tankers would need an offshore terminal area, and par­ 
ticularly mooring buoys, to load up oil piped from any 


processing plant-storage complex onshore. They’d also need 
such facilities to handle oil from an offshore storage and 
processing facility. 
So the battle rages on, and in its wake come the charges 
that the Inland Alternative Committee, as “agent” for Ex­ 
xon. and Exxon officials themselves, misled the voters last 
spring by claiming Exxon had all the permits necessary for 
an environmentally risky offshore complex if the onshore 
plant wasn’t built. 
Exxon now has a permit from the South Central Coastal 
Conservation Commission to make a core drilling offshore as 
preliminary to a marine terminal. But it still must go 
through the commission to get a permit for various 
facilities, including a power station and pipelines, that will 
lie within the commission’s jurisdiction onshore within 1,000 
yards of the beach. The plant itself would be outside that 
boundary. 
Exxon had hoped to hurdle the final commission obstacle 
possibly by early fall. But now new and more formidable 
road (and sea) blocks seem to be rearing. 
There have been those, meanwhile, who feared Exxon 
would carry out a massive grading operation in the Las 
Flores Canyon before its case is settled in court, or wherever 
it will be settled. 
That was one reason why Supervisor James M. Slater, an 
Exxon foe, sought to get the Board of Supervisors to approve 
an ordinance to freeze grading or building permits at this 
time. 
"If Exxon ever grades that canyon — that is, fills it in — it 
won’t be good for anything but a processing plant,” com­ 
mented one county official. 


But Exxon officials say this can’t happen until the county 
approves a grading permit, which has been applied for. And 
a permit can’t be given until there are hearings on the com­ 
pany’s precise plan for the canyon plant in the Refugio-El 
Capitan area west of Goleta. 
GNP points to economic recovery 


HOUSTON (UPI) — Three Americans and two Russians 
docked in orbit today and. after a brief scare from a burning 
smell, went ahead with plans to transfer crews in history’s 
first meeting of men from two nations in space. 
The acrid smell was first noticed when a hatch was opened 
between the American Apollo cabin and the docking module 
linking the craft to the Soviet Soyuz. 
Houston control ordered Thomas Stafford, Vance Brand 
and Donald “Deke” Slayton to put on oxygen masks when the 
problem was first noticed. But later, the concern of control­ 
lers in Houston eased and the astronauts were told there 
probably wasn’t any trouble. 
Cosmonauts Alexei Leonov and Valeri Kubasov calmly 
waited in their Soyuz during the excitement, reporting to 
their control center in Moscow that all was normal aboard 
the Russian craft. 
“We think probably the most likely explanation is we’ve 
had the docking module locked up for 
hours and the smell 
just built up a little bit,” ground communicator Richard Tru­ 
ly told the Americans. “We don’» '»xpect any problem. We’ll 
let you know.” 
The astronauts apparently never did put the oxygen masks 
on, but Stafford said the masks were at their sides, ready for 
use if necessary. 
The Americans said the smell resembled burning glue or 
acetone. 
“I’m just standing by here to see if I feel any different, but 
I still feel pretty good,” Slayton told concerned ground 
controllers fearing that there was a possibility that gases 
might overcome the pilots. "I still feel pretty good. I’m not 
used to sniffing glue.” 
A few minutes later, Slayton reported he had entered the 
docking module and everything was still okay: “No health 
problems.” 
The docking itself went very smoothly and Stafford ex­ 
claimed, “we have succeeded.” 
“We are looking forward to shaking hands with you aboard 
Soyuz,” Leonov said. 
The two ships, now 66 feet long, were scheduled to stay 
hooked together for 44 hours with the spacemen sharing 
meals, work and telecasts to earth showing the historic 
space adventure by the world’s two space powers. 
The Apollo, with Stafford at the controls, moved smoothly 
toward the Soyuz for the docking. The special docking 
module attached to the nose of the modified U.S. moonship 
clasped identical hookup apparatus on the Soyuz. 
“We have succeeded,” exclaimed Stafford. 
He then activated devices that pulled the two ships tightly 
together for what space engineers called a “hard dock.” 
Leonov monitored instruments aboard Soyuz during the 
operation and told Moscow control in Russian, “everything 


Coastal oil 


fund bill 


advances 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate, 
over the objection of some members 
representing land-locked states, has ap­ 
proved legislation authorizing almost $1 
billion over the next three years to help 
coastal states get ready to cope with oil 
and gas developm ent off their 
shorelines. 


The bill, passed 73-15 Wednesday and 
sent to the House, would allocate $100 
million a year in federal funds — dis­ 
tributed according to the number of bar­ 
rels produced offshore and landed — for 
coastal states. Another $200 million “im­ 
pact fund” also would be established. 


The measure also covers other areas 
of coastal zone management and will 
cost an estimated total $2 billion over the 
next nine years. 


Critics, led by Sen. Dale Bumpers, D- 
Ark., argued it was discriminatory 
against landlocked states that have no 
similar access to federal impact funds 
for their energy facilities. He said all 
states should be included. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Gross 
National Product, a vital barometer in 
the nation’s fight to shake off the reces­ 
sion, registered a miniscule 0.3 per cent 
annual decline between April and June, 
the Commerce Department said today. 
The department also said that the 
country’s inflation rate, a major ad­ 
ministration concern last fall, dipped to 


its lowest level in 2Vz years. Prices rose 
at a 5.1 per cent rate — compared with 
8.4 and 14.4 per cent rises in the previous 
two quarters. 
The encouraging second quarter 
figures was a solid indication that the 
country is snapping back from the reces­ 
sion, which has cost millions of persons 
their jobs since early last year. 


Portugal cabinet pullout 


brings military takeover 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) — The armed forces dissolved Portugal’s troubled coali­ 
tion government today soon after the last non-Communist party pulled out of the 
cabinet. 
The ruling Armed Forces Movement said it would replace the coalition govern­ 
ment with a “non-partisan” cabinet of military officers and technocrats. 
“The coalition is terminated,” Maj. Vasco Lourenco, a military spokesman, said. 
“The new government will not be a coalition or exclusively military.” 
The 20-man Revolutionary Council, the military movement’s top leadership, an­ 
nounced the breakup of the coalition this morning at the end of a marathon, half-day 
meeting. 
The move came a few hours after the moderate Popular Democrats pulled out of 
the coalition, leaving the Communists as the only political party in the government. 
The Popular Democrats quit the cabinet after the armed forces, the real power in 
Portugal, refused to guarantee the creation of a Western-style democracy in the 
country. 
The resignation of the left-of-center party’s two cabinet ministers this morning 
came a week after the Socialists withdrew from the three-party coalition. 
Political sources predicted the armed forces would respond by dissolving the coali­ 
tion and replacing all party politicians in the cabinet with military officers and “non­ 
partisan” technocrats. 
The Popular Democrats called for a giant rally in the coastal city of Porto tonight 
to protest against the growing Communist influence on Portugal’s left-wing military 
rulers.

Leonov and Kubasov were in an orbit ranging from 137 to 
139 miles high when the American pilots began the rendez­ 
vous maneuvers earlier in the day. Stafford and his crew 
used the classic catchup procedures developed for moon 
landing missions. 
Every engine firing of the American ship went off with 
precision. And as Stafford first met Soyuz over the Pacific 
Ocean and crossed over South America, he said. “We have it 
wired,” meaning it was going as smoothly as possible 
At docking, engineers in the Moscow control center stood 
up and applauded There were big smiles on their faces 
American controllers in Houston also cheered. 
Three hours before rendezvous the spacemen established 
radio communications and happily exchanged greetings in 
each other's language Soyuz first appeared to the astronauts 
as a bright star. 
The Apollo caught up with the Russian spacecraft as the 
two ships approached the coast of South America about 8:47 
a m. PDT. 
“You can see his antenna from out here. Dick.” Stafford 
told ground communicator Richard Truly. 
“Three hundred meters,” said Leonov, referring to the 
distance between the two ships as Stafford fired control jets 
to brake the Apollo and begin a few minutes of formation fly­ 
ing before the linkup. Then Moscow control said 50 meters. 
The symbolic handshake between the two spacecraft com­ 
manders — Stafford and Leonov — was scheduled for 3:17 
p.m. 
The astronauts first established radio communications 
three hours earlier. 
“Hello, Valeri, how are things?” Slayton asked in Russian. 
“Good morning.’’ replied Kubasov in English 
“Hello everybody.” Leonov said, also speaking English. 
As Apollo closed in on Soyuz, aircraft radio transmissions 
in French. English and Russian over Europe interfered with 
the radio equipment the astronauts used to measure the dis­ 
tance between the two spaceships. At one point, television 
showed Stafford shaking his clenched fist in a gesture of 
angry frustration. 
Rendezvous operations continued, however, and at 10:50 
a.m., Stafford told Leonov the two ships were 48 miles apart. 
The Americans, awakened m hours early by the loud buz­ 
zing of an apparent false trouble alarm, fired a brief burst 
from their main engine at 5.52 a.m. PDT to start the final 
phase of maneuvers leading to the first meeting of men from 
two nations in space. 
Ten minutes later. Brand reported jubilantly he had 
sighted Soyuz for the first time through the Apollo telescopic 
sextant. Soyuz then was about 295 miles away. 
Lompoc taxable sales 
make sizeable gains 


The 0.3 per cent decline in the GNP 
was the smallest quarterly drop since 
the recession began and was the biggest 
improvement from a preceding three- 
month period in more than four years. 
During the first quarter of 1975, the 
GNP dropped by 11.4 per cent, the worst 
three-m onth perform ance by the 
American economy in three decades. 
The department measured the “real” 
GNP at $779 billion during the second 
quarter. 
The recession has now run six quarters 
and real GNP has dropped 7.8 per cent 
during that time. This previous worst 
recession of the post-World War II era 
occurred in 1957-1958 when GNP fell 3.9 
per cent. 
The biggest factor in the second 
quarter decline was the continuing li­ 
quidation of business inventories. The 
selloff of backroom stocks is a painful 
but necessary precondition to a rise in 
new orders that will stimulate produc­ 
tion and help reduce unemployment. 
Final sales, however, rose 3.3 per cent 
at an annual rate, compared with 0.7 per 
cent in the first quarter, with all sectors 
of the economy except business invest­ 
ment spending, contributing to the rise. 
The rate at which Americans were put­ 
ting their income into savings rose 10.6 
per cent, the highest savings rate since 
the first quarter of 1946. 


The department said the latest GNP 
stood at $1,433.4 billion ($1.4 trillion). 
The GNP measures the value of vir­ 
tually all goods and services produced 
during a given period and is the broadest 
measure of the economy’s health. 


Exxon trial 
slated July 28 


Presiding Superior Judge Floyd C. 
Dodson on Wednesday set Monday, July 
28, as a trial date in the Exxon Co. rezon­ 
ing election contest. 
Judge Dodson indicated that an out-of- 
town judge may be called in to hear the 
case. 
The contest was filed by Santa Bar­ 
bara attorney Darryl G. Perlin on behalf 
of nine South Coast area residents who 
have charged Exxon Co., U.S.A. with in­ 
timidation and coercion, among other 
things, in the conduct of the May 27 
rezoning referendum barely won by Ex­ 
xon and giving impetus to their plan to 
building a $36-million oil and gas proces­ 
sing plant in Las Flores Canyon, west of 
Goleta.

Taxable sales made solid gains in the 
City of Lompoc during the first quarter 
compared to a similar period of last 
year. The indicator was up more than 12 
per cent, equalling the inflationary in­ 
crease of prices statewide and more than 
doubling the 5.5 per cent increase in tax­ 
able sales reported for the state. 
Taxable sales in California rose to 
$16.1 billion for the first three months of 
1975. gain of $830 million or 5 5 per cent 
over the first quarter of 1974, according 
to a release from the State Board of 
Equalization. 
However, the report. Taxable Sales in 
California-First Quarter of 1975, says 
that the inflationary spiral pushed prices 
up 12.3 per cent over the same period in 
1974 and since sales failed to keep pace 
with inflation, the actual physical 
volume of goods sold was six per cent 
less than in the first quarter of 1974. 
State sales and use tax collections for 
this period totaled $779.5 million, while 
local city and county sales and use tax 
collections totaled $254.5 million, for a 
combined total of more than $1 billion. 
This compares with $786.9 million in 
total collections during the first quarter 
of 1974. It is important to note, the report 
continues, that during the first quarter of 
1974, the sales tax rate was one cent 
lower than the present rate which ac­ 
counts for a large portion of the increase 


in revenue. 
For the eleventh consecutive quarter, 
nondurables continued to outperform 
durables, recording an increase of 7.6 
per cent as compared to the 1.7 per cent 
gain in durables. 
In Lompoc, every category of business 
activity with the exception of home fur­ 
nishings and appliances showed gains 
over sales levels of a year ago. There 
were these taxable sales by category 
with the comparison figure of the first 
quarter of last year: Apparel Stores ♦ 
$458,000 compared to last year’s $311, 
000; 
General Merchandise Stores - 
$1,535,000 compared to $1,449,000: Food 
Stores - $1,103,000 and $893,000: 
Packaged Liquor Stores - $479,000 and 
$401,000; EatingOan Drinking Places - 
$1,375,000 and $1,215,000; Home Fur­ 
nishings and Appliances - $827,000 and 
$839,000; Building Materials and Farm 
Implements - $499,000 and $428,000; Auto 
Dealers and Auto Supplies - $2,831,000 
and $2,380,000; Service Stations - 
$1,291,000 and $1,204,000. 
Total taxable sales for all outlets dur­ 
ing the first quarter were at $13,059,000 
in Lompoc compared to $11,630,000 last 
year at this time. 
Taxable sales in Santa Barbara County 
for the first quarter were at $179,360,000 
compared to $167,146,000 last year at this 
time. 


Highway moratorium casts 


cloud over local road work 


The state’s moratorium on highway 
construction projects has raised a cloud 
over several road projects in the Lompoc 
area and Santa Barbara County general­ 
ly, it was announced by the Division of 
Highways. 
In a revised project list released in San 
Luis Obispo yesterday under the 
signature of Ralph A. Lejonhud, deputy 
district director of project development, 
two major county projects are in under 
the wire for completion this summer. 
One is for the cutting of grooves in ex­ 
isting pavement as various locations on 
Highway 101. The other is for the placing 
of asphalt surfacing oyer existing pave­ 
ment in various locations, of Highway 
101, also to increase friction for greater 
safety. 
In a state of limbo, according to Le­ 
jonhud is the major project for 
reconstruction of portions of H Street or 
Highway 1. from Ocean Avenue to 
Burton Mesa boulevard , the betterment 
and safety project for the widening of 
Ocean Avenue to four lanes east of 
Seventh Street; and other projects 
originally scheduled for construction 


within the next three years, the revision 
of signal systems on Ocean Avenue and 
H Street; the repairing of the channel on 
El Jaro Creek; the repair of the channel 
and other work at Highways 1 and 101; 
and the repair of erosion of Highway 246 
near Drum Canyon Road. 


“Much of this work could be adver­ 
tised for construction immediately if 
funds were available.” Lejonhud said, 
“however, under present financing 
restrictions, because of inadequate 
funding, there is no way in which these 
projects can be completed unless there is 
a major change in the finance picture.” 


The listed projects and others that 
have been identified, "will constitute the 
first items of construction when con­ 
struction funding is once again pos­ 
sible.” Lejonhud concluded.

Lompoc hiring new 
personnel for three 
city departments

According to Lompoc City Administrator Gene Wählers, the 
city’s work force hovered around its present level of 201 eight 
years ago, though the municipal work level then was much lighter, 
nut the city council has broken that spell this year with the addi* 
tion of new personnel in three city departments. 
The city administrator’s of- 
..................................... 
fice w ill get a new ad­ 
ministrative assistant, the 
Community Developm ent 
Department will be assigned a 
new planning technician and 
eight new personnel to staff the 
new sewage treatment will 
begin coming onto the city 
payroll in the fall 
The new adm inistrative 
person around city hall, who 
will be paid between $1,000 and 
$1,200 per month, will not 
technically represent an in­ 
crease in city troop strength 
due to the retirement this 
month of Ray Robertson, public 
safety director. Robertson s 
salary was $18,815 per year 
The new a s s is ta n t is 
scheduled to dispose of all of 
Robertson’s duties half time 
and devote the other half of his 
or her working hours assisting 
Wählers in processing grant ap­ 
plications and preparing city 
agendas and publications. At 
least a fourth of the assistant's 
salary is expected to be reim­ 
bursed by state grant funds in­ 
tended to compensate the city 
for public safety expenses. 
There are two other ad­ 
ministrative assistants at City 
Hall They are Richard Rea. 
who functions as city personnel 
director and Bob Livingston, 
who acts as the administrator 
of fiscal services. Rea and 
Livingston earn $1,202 per 
month. Both are too absorbed in 
their own areas, Wählers has 
told the council, to assist him 
with other duties. 
The new administrative addi­ 
tion will set up shop in a first 
floor City Hall office near 
Wählers’ for which the council 
has voted to provide $1,000 in 
new office furniture at the ad­ 
ministrator's request. 
Though he did not include the 
item in his original budget re­ 
quest, Community Develop­ 
ment Director A1 Autry later 
asked the council to boost his 
department’s strength from 
five people to six. The council 
agreed and the addition will be 
a planning technician who will 
berin at $898 per month. 
The volume on incoming 
building proposals and the need 
for continuing zoning and 
building inspection in the field 
prompted Autry and Wählers to 
make the request, they said. 
"We have a full-time zoning 
inspector now who’s not being 
utilized because we can’t get 
him out in the field,” Wählers 
told the council in a budget ses­ 
sion last month. "We have 
many projects coming in and 
we have to have people taking 
care of that.” 
The planning technician will

Preserve Lompoc’s Unique 
Surroundings (PLUS) called on

"back to agriculture.” 


Mrs Anita Crossman, presi­ 
dent of PLUS, said the area 
"has been in a light industrial 
and design manufacturing clas­ 
sification for several years and 
there has been no action to 
develop it.” 
She added that it is in a flood 
plain area, and also located in 
the vicinity of a planned 
spreading ground by the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation 
District. She said also that the 
Economic Development Com­ 
mittee had put aside a plan for 
a sewage line on the east side of 
the river, adding she 
felt the 
"city's suggestion it be an 
agricultural buffer zone is 
reasonable.” 


The PLUS letter from Mrs. 
Crossman stated:

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Strike deadline Monday 
Rail accord eludes mediators 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Weary federal m ediators 
trudged hotel hallways between 
railroad and union negotiators 
today but no contract agree­ 
ment was reached in more than 
16 hours of talks to avert a 
nationwide strike Monday. 


The meetings were still going 
on late this morning. 


Before going into the night­ 
long bargaining, officials on 
both sides indicated progress in 
the dickering over a new con­ 
tract to replace one which ex­ 
pires at 12:01 a.m. Monday. A 
rail strike could severely 
damage the nation's freshening 
economy. 
“ There are grounds for 
cautious optimism," one rail­ 
road spokesman said Wednes­ 
day night. The union president 
promiskl to "try like hell." 
But despite the early en­ 
couraging signs, federal media­ 


tors reported at mid-morning 
that no agreement had been 
reached after 16 hours of 
meetings broken only by a 90- 
minute lunch. 


The negotiations continued, 
with White House Chief labor 
troubleshooter William Usery 
moving back and forth between 
leaders of the two sides From 
tim e to tim e, they w ere 
shepherded into the same room 
by mediators to discuss points 
face-to-face. 


Usery was so busy with the 
railroad bargaining that he 
postponed a scheduled 10 a.m. 
meeting to discuss negotiations 
for the nation’s 600.000 postal 
workers, whose contract also 
expires at midnight Sunday. 
There were some signs of 
hope in the rail bargaining. 


"Some significant progress 
has been m ade,” W illiam 


Dempsey, chief railway compa­ 
ny negotiator, told reporters 
Wednesday. "A very large gap 
has been appreciably reduced. 


“ T here are grounds for 
cautious optimism " 
"We’re as close as we’ve ever 
been," said C.L. Dennis, head 
of

1 1 7 ,0 0 0 -m em b er 
Brotherhood of Railway and 
Airline Clerks "We re going to 
try like hell" to avoid a strike. 


But Labor Secretary John 
Dunlop would not rule out a pos­

Highway patrolmen have 
received "counseling" from 
their superiors — and they are 
writing tickets again 
The 6,400-member California 
Highway Patrolmen’s Associa­ 
tion began a ticket writing sl­ 
owdown last Friday to protest 
Gov. Edmund Brown J r .’s 
reduction of salary increases. 
During the weekend, the 
patro l reported a “ fairly 
dramatic" reduction in cita­ 
tions issued, dropping to near 10 
per cent of normal in some 
areas and to zero in several 
others. 
But by Wednesday the patrol 
said officers had received 
“ co u n se lin g ” from th e ir 
superiors — and that it had 
resulted in an increase in ticket 
writing to about 60 to 70 per 
cent of normal to most areas. 
"The slowdown has eased," a 
patrol spokesman said. 
He said that rather than using 
punitive action against officers, 
the patrol has decided to have 
supervisors "reminding them 
that they should be complying 
with department enforcement 
policy." 
The spokesman said, howe­ 
ver. there were scattered areas 
of the state where almost no 
tickets were being written. 
The a sso c ia tio n , which 
reported 90 per cent of its 
members participating in the 
slowdown, said the action was 
designed to cut off revenue that 
cities and counties earn from 
traffic tickets and pressure 
legislators to override the 
governor’s reduction.

Arms sales to Arabs boom 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-U .S . 
arms sales abroad — and to 
Persian Gulf states in particu­ 
lar — have continued to grow 


and totaled more than $9 billion 
in fiscal year 1975 despite ad­ 
ministration assurances such 
transactions could be expected 
2,500 Teamsters 
strike growers in 
Central Coast area 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — More than 2,500 Teamsters Union 
agricultural workers went on strike against growers between 
Santa Maria and San Luis Obispo early today while reports per­ 
sisted here that agreement was near between the union and the 
Western Growers Association. 
Teamsters and growers began talks at an airport area hotel 
earlier in the week. A Teamster spokesman said late Wednesday 
that hourly and piece work seem to be the only remaining areas of 
disagreement. 
The strike of Local 865 in Santa Maria started at 6 a.m. today and 
local spokesman Burt Curio said the walkout "should just about 
stop all farming on the central coast.” 
Talks have been under Way for several months, but no contract 
for wages, working conditions or fringe benefits has been signed, 
he said. 
Meanwhile, farm workers in Salinas have said that unless agree­ 
ment is reached today, strikes will begin. 
In another development, Teamsters attorneys were looking into 
possible civil rights violations allegedly perpetrated by members 
of the United Farm Workers Union. 
Salinas Local 890 farm workers were prevented from entering a 
meeting in a school auditorium Tuesday by UFW members 
"Teamster attorneys in Salinas are beginning to take depositions 
from members who felt their rights were abridged and thwarted 
by United Farm Workers," James Easley, Western Conference of 
Teamsters task force director said. 
Also late Wednesday, the union’s agricultural director, Ralph 
Cotner, said unless growers renege on agreed upon proposals, "We 
should have a very strong final proposal.” 
He said it would be the best agricultural contract in the United 
States. 
While the around-the-clock talks have continued here, there have 
been walkouts in the Salinas area where lettuce and other 
vegetables were approaching harvest. Local 890 reported crews of 
several companies have walked out chanting, "No contract, no 
work."

"Despite predictions that 
arm s sales would fall, the 
United States has continued its 
m indless export of highly 
sophisticated weapons to who­ 
mever asks for them at a faster 
pace than ever,” Aspin said in a 
statement. 
Some legislators in both the 
House and Senate have become 
increasingly concerned over the 
booming arms sales to the Per­ 
sian Gulf because age-old 
animosities among the states in 
the area could involve the 
United States and Russia in a 
confrontation if conflict breaks 
out. 
Rep. Edward F. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., has called for a six- 
months moratorium on arms 
sales to the Persian Gulf while 
U.S. policy th e re is r e ­ 
examined by Congress. 


U.S. against Israel U.N. ouster 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of State Henry Kissinger has 
made it clear the United States will oppose strongly any effort by 
the U N. General Assembly to expel Israel. 
Foreign ministers of 40 Arab nations meeting in Jidda have 
agreed to ask the U.N. General Assembly to expel Israel as it 
already has expelled South Africa. 


"The United States strongly objects to the use of exclusion (of a 
member country) from the General Assembly as a method of con­ 
ducting the diplomacy of any area," Kissinger told a news confer­ 
ence in Milwaukee, Wis. before returning to Washington Wed­ 
nesday. 
Kissinger insisted expulsion of member states could only be 
ordered by the Security Council.

Potato Kugel 
6 large potatoes 
2 eggs 
Vi cup flour 
Vi tsp. baking powder 
lVi tsp. salt 
V* tsp. pepper 
2 onions, grated 
Vi cup oil 


Filling mixtures: 
Cheese — 1 carton cottage cheese, 1 egg yolk, Vi tsp. 
vanilla, 1 tbsp. sugar. 
Potato — 1 cup mashed potato, Vi onion diced and fried, 
1 egg, salt, pepper. 
Blueberry — 1 cup berries, 1 tbsp. sugar, 1 tbsp. flour. 
Meat — 1 cup ground leftover meat, 1 egg, 1 tbsp. 
minced onion. 


Apple Strudle (German) 


Grate potatoes into large bowl (may use blender if 
careful to leavelumpy. )Drain off liquid. A<M onions, eggs, 
flour and seasonings. Pour into well greased pudding dish 
and bake in hot oven (400 degrees) one hour or until brown 
crust forms. 


2 cups flour 
Vi lb. margarine 
3 egg yolks 
2 tbsp. vinegar 
Vi cup water 


Cabbage Soup (Russian) 
Soup bones 
cabbage (about 2 lbs.) 
2 onions 
Vi cup lemon juice 
4 tbsp. sugar 
large can tomatoes 
salt to taste 


Cut margarine into flour; add egg yolks, vinegar and 
water. Mix well. Divide into three parts. Refrigerate 
overnight. Roll one part out to 10x15 sheet. Cover with fill­ 
ing and roll from narrow side. Place on ungreased baking 
sheet seam side down. Bake at 375 degrees for 45 minutes 
or until nicely browned. When cool, dust with powdered 
sugar. 
Filling for one part: 1 cup diced apples, 1 tbsp. flour, Vi 
tsp. cinnamon, sugar to taste (about 2 tbsp.), chopped 
raisins and nuts (optional). 
Unused parts may be left in refrigerator up to one 
week, or frozen. 


Bring bones to a boil. Pour off water and wash bones. 
Shred cabbage and onions in large heavy pot. Add other 
ingredients and 2 quarts water. Cook minimum of one 
hour, adding water when necessary. Adjust seasonings 
after one hour. 


2 eggs 
Vi cup flour 
Vi tsp. salt 
1 cup water

Blintzes 


Thimble Cookies 
Vi cup shortening 
Vi cup sugar 
1 egg 
Vi tsp. lemon extract 
Vi tsp. almond extract 
1 cup sifted flour 
chopped nuts or coconut, jam or jelly 


Beat eggs; add water. Beat again. Gradually add flour, 
stirring constantly to make a smooth, thin batter. Lightly 
grease a six-inch skillet and put over a high flame. Pour a 
small amount (Vi cup) of batter in and when it sticks to 
skillet, pour remainder of batter out. When batter 
blisters, turn cooked side out onto wooden board or linen 
towel. Continue making blintzes until all batter is used. 
You will have to grease the pan after each third or fourth 
one. 
Place 1 tbsp. filling (recipes below) in center and fold 
like envelope. Sides in, bottom up, top down. Fry in butter 
until brown on both sides. Serve with applesauce or sour 
cream. 


Cream shortening and sugar. Beat in egg. Beat well; 
add flavoring and flour. Roll into small balls. Roll in nuts 
and coconut. Place on greased baking sheet. Press a 
thimble into each ball to make a hollow. Fill hollow with 
jam or jelly. Bake at 350 degrees for 12-15 minutes until 
brown.

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Zoning in city's growth path debated 


The County Planning Com­ 
mission voted Wednesday to 
recommend that a 92-acre area 
in the northerly path of Lom­ 
poc’s development north of 
Central Ave. carry a General 
Plan designation for continued 
agricultural use rather than 
residential. 
Dr. M.V. Duncan, Planning 
Commission member from 
Lompoc, said "nobody was 
making any fuss about the 
agricultural uses" on the 
property and he ‘‘saw no reason 
to change" the designation 
from "Industrial Park" to 
"residential” at this time. 


The commission’s recom­ 
mendation goes against that of 
the district’s General Plan Ad­ 
visory Committee, and as a 
result there will be a need to 
continue the matter three 
months to Oct. 8 to allow time 
for renoticing and a new en­ 
vironmental impact review, 
said Planning Director Britt 
Johnson. 
Commissioner Robert Lilley, 
of Lompoc, said he felt the 
proposed designation change to 
residential to allow 7,000 or 
more square feet per dwelling 
was "too ambitious" and 
thought one-acre estate zoning

was more reasonable. There 
are some dwellings in the area 
and a church property "in an 
orchard," the commission was 
told. 
The commission’s action ap­ 
proving Dr. Duncan's motion 
was also in line with thinking 
expressed in a letter by Anita 
Crossman, president of PLUS 
(Preserve Lompoc's Unique 


Surroundings). Mrs Crossman 
said "about 45 per cent of the 
land within the present city 
lim its of Lompoc is un­ 
developed at this time, and 
should be developed before this 
land is annexed and/or 
developed ” She said it was 
recognized that the land was in 
the "logical northerly path of 
Lompoc's developm ent," 


however. 
Assistant County Planning 
Director Carl Kraemer said the 
advisory committee in making 
its recommendation for change 
from "Industrial Park" to 
"residential” felt there was 
sufficient industrial park land 
designated in other areas, and 
was convinced future growth of 
the city would be to the north, 
while keeping agricultural 
areas to east and west of the 
city proper. 
Commissioner Zita Nielsen, 
of Santa Ynez Valley, said she 
felt undeveloped land in the city 
should be designated for future 


residential use before the area 
north of Central Ave. and east 
of the Lompoc Airport 
Lilley said, however, he felt 
"some of the land in Lompoc 
now listed for residential use 
is undevelopable.” He added 
that he believed most of the 
land designated for residential 
use in the city was either being 
developed or would be shortly." 
Dr. Duncan declared there 
was "a lot of land in Lompoc

Harcourt project — but what? 


County planners look into 


'mystery' ag land grading 


Counsel says deputies' claim 
for overtime payment invalid

County reporter 
Aspects of "The Great Agricultural Grading 
Mystery” on Santa Ynez Valley land owned by 
millionaire businessman Hastings Harcourt 
were cleared up somewhat Wednesday by the 
County Planning Commission. 
But the planning commissioners, as well as 
staff, were still frankly at sea, they conceded, as 
to whether Harcourt plans to build barns, 
houses, or both, on some 17 parcels on property 
between Solvang and Buellton, north of State 
Highway 246. 
The county surveyor’s office furnished a 
report that showed 10 parcels have become legal 
building lots through issuance of certificates of 
compliance, with three others pending. The sur­ 
veyor has denied clearance for four other- 
parcels. 
That caused Planning Director Britt Johnson 
to advocate the commission drop the matter 
from its agenda, and this the commission quick­ 
ly did. 
Meanwhile, Deputy County Counsel Susan 
Trescher explained the commission "was not 
talking about a subdivision, but only a legal crea­ 
tion of parcels.” 
She declared that with the legally set up 
parcels, Harcourt could build homes on them by 
getting building permits. 
Miss Trescher said that even though a group­ 
ing of ranchettes, or small horse farms, were en­ 


visioned by Harcourt, the developer still 
wouldn't have to go through subdivision ap­ 
proval processes on the 240-acre property along 
Ballard Canyon Rd. 
Harcourt was in the audience Wednesday, but 
made no comments himself, preferring to have 
his attorney Donald Boden, and real estate 
manager, Robert Raymond, do the talking for 
him 
But most of the persuasion to have the matter 
dropped came from the report of the surveyor. 
Legal parcels, he said, included a number of 
five-acre parcels, and others of 25 acres each, 
with the largest listed at 38 30 acres. 
Five-acre agricultural zoning is placed on the 
property, allowing minimum five-aCre 
nomesites or ranchettes. as they are being com­ 
monly described in the valley when they occupy 
agricultural land. 
Boden told the commission Wednesday that 
the only pad grading was for a barn on the 38- 
acre parcel. He said road grading was done only 
after consultation with county road authorities, 
and "no other grading has been done without a 
road grading permit.” 
"There has been no abuse” of county laws, he 
added. 
“ But there is potential abuse,” claimed Com­ 
missioner Bendy White. He said there have been 
a "multiplicity of barnsites” in some county 
areas on agricultural lands which could turn into 
homesites. But White stressed "we are not mak­ 
ing any accusations without seeing the grading.” 


The county counsel’s office 
has informed the Board of 
Supervisors that the 1200,000 
claim for damages for overtime 
compensation filed against the 
county recently by the Deputy 
Sheriff’s Assn 
"is without 
merit" and should be denied. 
The recommendation sent to 
the supervisors for considera­ 
tion Monday at their weekly 
meeting was drawn up by 
Deputy County Counsel Bruce 
W Dodds 
Dodds said the claim is "al­ 
legedly for failure to pay over­ 
time compensation " He said 
he had discussed the matter 
with the o ffice of Ad­ 
ministrative Officer Raymond 
Johnson and "we agree the 
claim is without merit.” 
The claim was filed in 
Superior Court by the law firm 
of Silver and Streller, of Los 
Angeles, for the association.

Bighorns flee huge 
Anza Borrego blaze 


WARNER SPRINGS (UPI) - Flocks of rare 
desert bighorn sheep escaped the flames of a 
brush fire that has devoured more than 8,000 
acres of their habitat, wildlife biologists said to­ 
day. 
Fire fighters battling the blaze that broke out 
Monday afternoon expressed optimism that the 
fire would be brought under control tonight, if 
winds favor them, but said the fire was still well 
out of control and "causing problems" on its 
northeastern front. 
"The sheep are apparently fine," said a 
biologist at Anza Borrego State Park.Of the 3,000 
known desert bighorns, an endangered species, 
about 450 live in the rugged canyons and desert 
flats of the park, about 50 miles northeast of San 
Diego. 
Park rangers worried Wednesday when the 
fire roared through an area where about 50 
sheep live, sending tongues of flame boiling 20 
feet and more into the air as it ate through tall, 
dry brush. The fire has burned more than 5,000 
acres of the park 
"There’s been no sign of dead sheep in the 
burned-over area," a park spokesman said. "We 
believe they all escaped to the northern part of 
the park. They’re pretty quick on their feet, 
those sheep." 


There was no sign of the wild cattle of Hellhole 
Canyon — descendants of some of the first 
herefords brought to California that escaped 
from cowboys in the late 1800s and adapted sur­ 
prisingly well to life on their own in the desert. A 
herd of about 50 of the wild cows — under the 
leadership of what one biologist called "a very 
big, very tough, very smart old bull" — have 
lived for generations in the canyon. The terrain 
is too rugged for cowboys to extricate them, 
although park rangers want the cattle removed 
as a threat to the food supply of the wild sheep. 
"There’s a very small chance some of the cat­ 
tle were caught in the fire, but I doubt it," the 
Â 
sman said. "They’re not as agile as the 
but they can run fast, they’re pretty intel­ 
ligent and they know that country well.” 


He denied reports that observers had seen 
sheep bounding away from the flames, and wild 
cattle bellowing and stampeding down smoke- 
filled canyons 


A force of 700 state and federal forest fire 
fighters, including prisoners from youth deten­ 
tion camps and adult prisons, battled the blaze. 
Nine aerial tankers made 100 bombing runs 
Wednesday, dropping more than 150,000 gallons 
of fire retardant liquid.

MILWAUKEE (UPI) - Better 10 
friends than one enemy. 
If Bowie Kuhn never knew that before, 
he does now. 
Willingly or not, he made an unforgiv­ 
ing enemy of Charlie Finley and it 
almost cost him the baseball commis- 
sionership. 
Charlie Finley never was a big Bowie 
Kuhn booster to begin with, and Kuhn 
only succeeded in alienating the Oakland 
A s owner more and more by some of the 
actions he took against him the past few 
years. 
Remember how Bowie Kuhn in­ 
terceded in behalf of Vida Blue when 
Finley was having trouble signing him a 
couple of years ago? Charlie Finley 
remembers. 
Then there was the famous Mike 
Andrews affair, and the action Kuhn took 
against Finley when he turned on the 
lights during a world series game in 
Oakland. Kuhn imposed fines on Finley 
both times and Finley remembers that, 
too 
It was never any secret. Charlie Finley 
simply didn’t think Bowie Kuhn was a 
good commissioner and he felt Kuhn had 
jumped on every possible opportunity to 
embarrass him. 
Charlie believes in an eye for an eye. 
If Bowie Kuhn was going to embarrass 
him, he’d do what he could to embarrass 
Bowie Kuhn. 
The perfect example was last fall after 
the A s beat the Dodgers in the world 
series Finley felt he had the perfect 
chance to get back at Kuhn for some of 
the indignities he believed Kuhn had in­ 
flicted upon him.

Runaway races 
dim fan interest

Baseball’s new commissioner, Bowie 


Kuhn, and the men who re-hired him, the 
owners, face a big problem during the se­ 
cond half of the major league baseball 
season. The problem — how to sustain 
fan interest in a lopsided product. 
The two-division concept, which was 


organized in 1969 to generate greater fan 
interest throughout the course of a long 
season, is not going so well this season 
and there is a definite possibility that all 
four division races in the National and 
American Leagues could develop into 
runaways. 
With the season just beyond the 


midway point, the Cincinnati Reds in the 
NL West, the Pittsburgh Pirates in the 
NL East and the Oakland A’s in the AL 
West have taken commanding leads 
which will be difficult for their rivals to 
overcome in the final 10 weeks of the 
season. 
The Reds, who have won 61 of their 


first 90 games and are riding a 10-game 
winning streak, hold a tremendous 12W 
game lead over the defending NL cham­ 
pion Los Angeles Dodgers and would 
have to suffer an almost total collapse to 
lose it. 
Of course, there have been dramatic 


"chokes” in the history of the game—the 
Brooklyn Dodgers of 1951, the Los 
Angeles Dodgers in 1962 and the 
Philadelphia Phillies of 1964 to name a 
few—but they haven’t occurred very 
often. 
The Pirates and A’s also are on the 


verge of breaking open their division 
races. Pittsburgh currently leads the 
Philadelphia Phillies in the NL East by 
6 Mi games and has been playing superbly 
of late, with 17 wins in its last 22 games. 
Oakland, which has won three straight 


world championships and four con­ 
secutive division crowns, has opened up 
an 8Mi game lead over Kansas City and 
the A’s also have been redhot over the 
last month with a 20-7 record since June 
17. 
Only the AL East still resembles a pen­ 
nant race, but the way the Boston Red 
Sox have been playing it might not be one 
for long. The Red Sox, after losing seven 
of nine earlier this month, have put 
together a seven-game winning streak 
and now lead the New York Yankees by 
4Vfc games. 
All 24 teams will resume play today 


after the three-day All-Star break, with 13 
games on the schedule. 
In the National League, Atlanta is at 


New York,' Cincinnati at Montreal, 
Chicago at San Diego, Houston at 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh at Los Angeles 
and St. Louis at San Francisco in night 
action. 
The American League has California 


at Milwaukee in an afternoon contest, 
Detroit at Chicago for a twi-night double- 
header and New York at Texas, Kansas 
City at Boston, Oakland at Cleveland and 
Minnesota at Baltimore in night games.

Scott's thoughts worth looking into

NEW YORK — (NEA) — For the last five years or so, 
many have asked where Jack Scott’s head was at. And in a 
recent five-week period, many more also wondered where 
his accompanying body was. For Jack Scott, the so-called 
“ guru of sports,” had vanished. 
Recently, he and his baldish head and lithe runner’s body, 


accoutered in conservative businessman’s suit and spec­ 
tacles, surfaced at the table of a Manhattan restaurant. 
He had been overground, in fact, for several weeks and 


wasn’t telling in which cellars or sewers or caves — or 
wherever it is that people disappear to when they go un­ 
derground — that he had been. The FB I says privately that it 
has evidence that Scott and his wife, Micki McGee, were 
with Patty Hearst. Scott won’t say. 
If Scott did in fact involve himself with Patty Hearst and 


her associates, the William Harrises, it is not for general 
consumption yet. 
Scott’s recent activities are enshrouded in an atmosphere 


of violence, repression, authoritarianism, inflamed politiciz­ 
ing. One is led to believe that after the notorious shootout in 
Los Angeles where Patty Hearst was believed to have been 
holed up w,ith the "Symbionese Liberation Army,” Patty 
came in contact with Scott who may have helped her stay a 
step away from the authorities. 
Then Scott disappeared. Fingerprints of Scott’s and 


Hearst’s in a Pennsylvania farmhouse apparently were 
found Meanwhile, Scott’s parents living in Las Vegas were, 


according to Scott, harassed and threatened by the FBI. 
Scott says he and his wife emerged from underground 


because, though they feared for their lives ("Remember 
Fred Hampton in Chicago?” says Scott), it was important 
that some of those opposed to an "authoritarian 
government” demonstrate the courage to stand up publically 
for their convictions. 
That is why Scott says he publicly refused to offer any in­ 
formation to a grand jury, which he likens to the oppressive 
and secret Star Chamber of 16th- and 17th-century England. 
What does any of this have to do with sports?” 
"Sports is a sub-section of our culture,” said Scott, "and if 


you are going to try to change society, you must try to 
change each aspect of it. The parts make up the whole.” 
It was this theorizing that led Scott into the work that he 


wrote about in his book, "The Athletic Revolution,” and 
which he tried to put into practice as athletic director of 
Oberlin College for nearly two years in 1972 and 1973. 


Scott also organized the Institute for the Study of Sport and 


Society. Shortly thereafter, Vice President Agnew said that 
Scott was trying to destroy sport in America. 
Scott helped edit the sensational, "Out of Their League,” 


by Dave Meggyesy, which characterized football in America 
as “ Dehumanizing.” Scott influenced George Sauer to retire 
from the New York Jets for similar reasons, and most 
recently has lived with Bill Walton, the center for the 
Portland Trail Blazers basketball team. And Walton, at the 
press conference for the Scotts when they came out from un­ 


derground, also said that he would do nothing to cooperate 
with the noxious and brutalizing "American system.” 
Scott left Oberlin early in 1973, with more than two years 


left in his contract. He left under pressure. The athletic 
department was in some degree of chaos. Scott was being 
criticized by some for being, ironically authoritarian to 
those who disagreed with him, and, of all things, striving for 
"winning teams,” seemingly the reverse of his stands 
against the ethos of Lombardi and Woody Hayes. 
But Scott hired the first black head football coach at an in­ 
tegrated college in the United States. He hired Tommy 
Smith, the runner, who was virtually black-balled from an 
athletic job after he stuck up a defiant black-gloved fist on 
the winner’s platform at the 1968 Mexico Olympics. Scott in­ 
stituted sports-and-society related courses. And increased 
greatly the facilities and sports activities for women, as well 
as opening the gym for more play by the children of the 
Oberlin community at large. 
Perhaps Scott was not a good administrator, and perhaps 


he was heavy-handed at trying to make his theories work. 
That he may have failed was not necessarily an indictment 
of his stand. 


And perhaps Scott’s recent activities — or non-activities, 


we don’t know — will color his work and thought on sport in 
the future. It is hoped not. 
He has something to say that hits at the heart of sport ami 


society, and it would be unfortunate to miss that point in the 
fog of his recent cloak-and-dagger doings.

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Solzhenitsyn sparks 
debate in capital

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Ex­ 
iled Soviet writer Alexander 
Solxhenitsyn has touched off a 
dispute within the U S govern­ 
ment. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer says Solzhenitsyn s 
views expressed in Washington 
this week are a threat to peace, 
and Kissinger has recommend­ 
ed President Ford not meet 
with the dissident Russian 
Sen. Henry Jackson. D- 
Wash , accuses Kissinger of 
siding with "the Soviet rulers 
against the American commit­ 
ment to freedom ” 
The clash between the two 
Henrys erupted Wednesday, a 
day after Solzhenitsyn told 
Congress America is "compla­ 
cent in its affluence" and blind 
to denials of human rights by 
the Soviet government. He 
wants the United States to talk 
less about detente and bring 
pressure on Soviet internal af­ 
fairs in the field of human 


rights 
At a news conference in 
Milwaukee, Wis., Wednesday, 
Kissinger said: "If I under­ 
stand the message of Solzhenit- 
& 
it is that the United States 
Id pursue an aggressive 
policy to overthrow the Soviet 
system 
"But I believe that if his 
views became the national 
policy of the United States we 
would be confronted with con­ 
siderable threat of military 
conflict ... I believe that the 
consequences of his views 
would not be acceptable to the 
American people or to the 
world." 
On Capitol Hill, Jackson, a 
Democratic presidential hope­ 
ful, replied to Kissinger in a 
statement: 


"This country has not pre­ 
vailed for two hundred years — 
only to have its chief foreign 
policy spokesman side with the 


Soviet rulers against the 
American commitment to free­ 
dom " 
Jackson added "If Kissinger 
and Ford met with Solzhenitsyn 
rather than cowering in fear of 
the Soviet reaction to such a 
meeting, he would have learned 
that all Solzhenitsyn is asking 
for is a detente without illu­ 
sions, for an American-Soviet 
relationship that promotes the 
cause of human rights and 
genuine peace .” 
Jackson was one of the main 
leaders of recent congressional 
efforts to use U.S. tariff policy 
as a lever to try to persuade the 
Soviet Union to allow freer 
emigration of Soviet Jews and 
dissidents. 


White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen has said Ford was 
willing to see Solzhenitsyn but 
that no direct approach had 
been made lately to the White 
House for such a meeting.

Edison proposes 'lifeline' 


power rate for the poor 


ROSEMEAD (UPI) — Southern California Edison Wednesday 
proposed a "lifeline” rate that would give the poor a special low 
price for electricity, paying for it through higher electric bills for 
other users. 
Under the proposed plan, a household using 200 kilowatt hours 
per month would be billed $11.23, about $2 10 less than a household 
using the same amount of electricity without the lifeline rate 
The lifeline proposal was included in Edison's application for a 
general rate increase, filed a year ago with the Public Utilities 
Commission. The increase seeks an average 21 per cent rate raise 
for all the utility’s customers. 
Other residential rates would be raised by about 20 cents a month 
to make up for a loss of about $6 million a year in revenue from 
those on the lifeline rate. 
"We still believe that the most logical approach to the problems 
of the low-income customer is some form of energy stamps or 
welfare relief," said Edward A. Myers Jr., Edison vice president. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - In 
the previous 15 minutes, the 
crew had talked about Richard 
Nixon, about impeachment, 
about used cars. Then the cap­ 
tain told the first officer, "All 
we got to do is find the airport." 
Three seconds later, Eastern 
Airlines flight 212 crashed and 
burned on its approach to the 
Charlotte, N.C., airport 
Seventy-two persons died. 
"The probable cause of the 
accident was the flight crew’s 
lack of altitude awareness at 
critical points during the ap­ 
proach due to poor cockpit dis­ 
cipline," the National Tran­ 
sportation Safety Board ruled 
Wednesday. 
During the quarterhour 
before the crash, the board 
said, the crew chatted, "with 
strong views and mild aggrava­ 
tion, about impeachment, the 
pardon of former President 
Nixon, Arab and Swiss financial 
holdings, used cars and an 
amusement park near the air­ 
port. 
The board said the crew’s 
"extraneous conversation" was 
"distractive and reflected a 
casual mood and lax cockpit at­ 
mosphere, which continued 
throughout the remainder of the 
approach and contributed to the 
accident." 
There was dense, patchy 
ground fog near the airport 


when the Douglas DC9 went 
down at 7:34 a.m. The official 
report said the plane was lower 
than it should have been, 
probably because the pilot lost 
visual contact with the runway 
because of the fog. 
The crew’s disregard of a . 
low-altitude warning signal, the 
board said, "may be indicative 
of the attitudes of many other 
pilots who regard the signal as 
more of a nuisance than a war­ 
ning " 
Capt. James Reeves was 
among the 72 persons who died 
in the crash. First officer 
James Daniels, who was flying 
the plane, was among 10 sur­ 
vivors. 
The flight originated in 
Charleston, S.C. en route to 
Chicago with a stopover in 
Charlotte It crashed in an open 
field surrounded by dense 
woods and underbrush 3.3 miles 
short of Runway 36 
The safety board, ruling out 
any mechanical problems, said 
Reeves had failed to call out re­ 
quired altitude reports and that 


both men were distracted at a 
critical point in their descent by 
gawking mit the window at an 
amusement park below 
The board said the cockpit 
voice recorder showed that dur­ 
ing the descent to Charlotte the 
crew "engaged intermittently 
in conversations not pertinent 
to the operation of the air­ 
craft." 
Another finding was that 
"survivors who had been wear­ 
ing double-knit garments of 
manmade fibers reported that 
these m aterials melted, 
adhered to their skin and could 
not be removed "

Taxation 


TRB 
The Ayn Rand factor 


The 
discontent 
of 
homeowners over the failure 
to provide tax relief at all 
levels is ringing through not 
only our own county but 
through the state legislators. 
Threats of open rebellion by 
outright taxpayer strikes may 
not be enforceable but the law­ 
makers are getting the pic­ 
ture. 


John Holmdahl, chairman of 
the Senate Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion Committee, is planning a 
hearing around the state in Oc­ 
tober and November to find 
workable solutions. Why he is 
waiting so long is not certain 
but workable solutions should 
be on the board now. The As­ 
sembly is also planning a 


similar effort. 
While property taxes loom 
as the major problem at the 
moment, legislators are ex­ 
hibiting a recognition that the 
whole tax structure of the 
state is in a mess. 
CalTax, the private tax­ 
payers’ association which 
keeps tabs on government 
spending and taxation at all 
levels, reports more than 50 
bills dealing with nearly every 
phase of taxes are currently 
before the legislature. They 
range from relief proposals 
for property and income taxa­ 
tion to schemes to increase 
revenues by upping existing 
taxes or finding new ones. 
Tax experts shudder at some 


of the proposals. Many 
proposals, if approved, would 
only throw all the rest of the 
taxation program out of kilter. 
This has always been a 
problem, usually ignored, by 
those who expeditiously seek 
higher revenues for the state. 
Tax experts also cite the 
failure of the legislature to im­ 
pose spending limits on local 
government. This was done 
with the schools in legislation 
which froze tax rates but the 
cities and counties were not 
limited. Since that time 
CalTax reports that state 
property tax subsidizations to 
local government has zoomed 
to over $1 billion while 
property taxes continue to 
grow. 


I keep running across bits and pieces of 
Ayn Rand in Mr. Ford’s speeches. She’s 
the female guru of a cult called “rational 
selfishness” or "objectivism”, whose 
most famous chela is Alan Greenspan, 
chairman of the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers. 
Amidst roars of applause Mr. Ford 
told a convention of small businessmen 
here that he wanted to get “government 
off your back”, that Washington is 
b e co m in g 
“ an 
in str u m e n t of 
philanthropic collectivism” — the “big 
daddy of all citizens” and that “over a 
period of 90 years we have erected a 
massive Federal regulatory structure.” 
It sounded familiar 
Yes. here was 
chairman Greenspan’s comment, writ­ 
ten in 1966, when Miss Rand declared, 
“Alan is my disciple philosophically:” 
“Regulation — which is based on force 
and fear — undermines the moral basis 
of business dealings.” (He was attaching 
the Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion and other consumer protection 
agencies.) 
I have taken to spotting the Ayn R/nd 
factor in other presidential comments. 
Out in Cincinnati the other day he came 
back to that 90 year bit: “Over a period 
of 90 years,” he told an audience, “we 
have gradually erected a m assive 
Federal regulatory structure...” 
Ninety years — ? That was back in the 
blessed reign of Chester A. Arthur when 
an un-regulated America had Jay Gould 
and Jim Fisk and Cornelius Vanderbilt 
and other bandits, and trade unions were 
outlawed, and there was no nonsense 
about child labor laws or pure food and 
drug acts. 
Like an old tune or attar of 
remembered perfume there was a whiff 
of Ayn Rand in the Ford speech, July 3, 
at Cleveland, too, where he got back a 
full century: “A century ago in 1876... 
R urtherford B. 
H ayes w as the 
Republican candidate for President of 
the United States.” Mr. Ford paused and 
feelingly recalled that Hayes said in his 
Inaugural Address, “He serves his party 
best who serves the country best.” Fine 
sentiments! And with this impetus he 
went on to practically repeal the 
Franklin Roosevelt New Deal.“With the 
depression of the 1930’s began the policy 
of creating a new Jayer of federal 
bureaucracy for every problem in 
America,” he complained “and then 
spending millions — and then billions — 
of dollars in the hope that money alone 
would solve the problem.” Those ideas, 
he said, “are old and tired and ineffec­ 
tive now.’’ The audience may have 
reflected that there was nothing like that 
in Hayes’ day. And Mr. Ford eloquently 
exclaimed, “ What we need in this 
country is not a new deal but a fresh 
start!” 
It sounds reminiscent. Here’s how 
Alan Greenspan put it in an article in 
Ayn Rand’s house organ The Objectivist 
in the early 60’s referring to what, by 
that time, critics of FDR called the 
welfare state: “Stripped of its economic 
jargon the welfare state is nothing more 
than a mechanism by which govern­ 
ments confiscate the wealth of the 
productive members of a society to sup­ 
port a wide variety of welfare scheme.” 
(Mr. Greenspan also attacked the anti­ 
trust laws and the 
graduated income 
tax.) 
My difficulty in dealing with Mr. Ford, 
I find, is the same one that I had with his 
predecessor, Mr. Eisenhower. In the 50’s 
I would build up quite a head of steam 
against Ike during the week, only to see 
much of it evaporate after watching him 
face to face at his press conference. He 
was so open and disarming and unsyntac- 
tical. So what if he had produced infla­ 
tion and recession at the same time? 
(Som e people claim ed that they 
couldn’t understand Ike at all when he 
got all tied up in his grammar and his 
hanging participles; but actually it was 
easy if you just followed his eyes and 
gestures, and forgot his slaughtered syn­ 
tax.) 
Mr. Ford has better grammar, and he 
is decent and likeable, too. Hie only day 
on the South Lawn with the Monument 
behind and a line of far-off tourists try­ 
ing to figure out what was happening 
through the bars of a distant fence, the 
president strode down — brisk, informal 
and attractive — and answered con­ 
fidently standing behind a lectern with a 
small, jumpy presidential seal on it. It 
was very intimate and cozy. 
How about the economy, we asked? He 
smiled hopefully. Inflation is cut in half! 
he told us. Of course, he admitted, as you 
bring down inflation, we may have to suf­ 


fer for a short period of time higher un­ 
employment than we like.” 
But hadn’t his own economic team 
(Greenspan, Simon et al) projected a 
rate of unemployment through 1976 of 8 
per cent — twice the “normal?” 
Mr. Ford tut-tutted; “some of my ad­ 
visers”, he recalled, had been over- 
pessimistic about the duration of double­ 
digit inflation which now was down to 6 
per cent; maybe they would be wrong, 
too, he opined brightly about the length 
of unemployment. 
It was an odd kind of reason for taking 
comfort. And it really took audacity, or 
complete commitment to Positivist 
philosophy, to go before a bleak conven­ 
tion of the NAACP here, and tell the anx­ 
ious leaders who knew that 40 per cent of 
teen-age blacks in the ghettos are now, 
by official count, unemployed, that they 
should be patient. He knew, he said that 
“recession hits hardest at low-income 
workers.” He said it consolingly. He 
didn’t spell it out, but the average black 
family today is trying to live on $58 for 
every $100 that the average white family 
lives on — a gap slippage of $3 since 1969. 


It didn’t receive any public attention, 
but somewhere along the line the 
gauntlet was thrown down, the battle 
joined.

Immigration dwindle 


WASHINGTON 
— Built out of the 
tawny stone native to the area, the city 
of Jerusalem has a rare beauty. The 
heart of the city, cherished by Mayor 
Teddy Kolleck, has been saved from the 
high-rises and thruways. It was in that 
heart, in Zion Square, that the latest and 
largest terrorist bomb exploded killing 
13 persons and wounding at least 70. 


The horror of this in­ 
discriminate killing is 
one of the grimmest 
aspects of the tensions 
riddling the Middle 
East. For Israel, these 
repeated horrors — 
th e 
im m e d ia te 
tragedy to one side — 
have a dire result. 
They are one reason immigration into 
the country has reached the lowest point 
since 1986. 
On a recent visit to Jerusalem, I talked 
about fear and immigration with Samuel 
Adler, economic adviser to the minister 
of immigrant absorption, himself an im­ 
migrant, having come from New York 
after his graduation from City College. 
We were sitting on the terrace of the 
King David Hotel which looks over the 
crowded swimming pool. 
It was hard to reconcile this scene of 
peace and prosperity with the serious 


view that Adler presented. In the first 


five months of 1975, only 7,000 im­ 
migrants from all over the world came 
to the Jewish homeland. 
In the first five months of 1974 twice 
that many were gathered in, to use the 
expression of the Jewish aspiration to br­ 
ing together all the peoples dispersed 
over the centuries. 
The Ministry of Absorption is one of 
the most important in the Israeli cabinet 
since its plans project the growth of the 
country. Adler’s estimate is that every 
100.000 immigrants mean a three per 
cent increase in gross national product. 
The goal is to raise the population from 
something over three million to five mil­ 
lion with 60,000 newcomers a year. 
The greatest remaining pool is in the 
Soviet Union with from two million to 2.5 
million Jews. In the peak year of 1973, 
33,500 Jews arrived from Russia out of 
35.000 granted exit visas. 
With the new crackdown in Moscow 
coinciding with the denunciation of the 
trade treaty, this has slowed to a trickle. 
Of the 7,000 who came from all over 
the world in the first half of 1975, about 
3.000 were Soviet Jews, half the number 
of a year ago. 
More disturbing, even, than the fall-off 
is the fact that of those who do get out, 
from 30 to 40 per cent go to the West 


Letter to the editor 


Dear Mr. Crompe. 
In Monday’s issue of the Record, the 
front-page article titled “ Young 
Traveler In Mission Trek” seemed to me 
to have been written with unnecessarily 
poor taste and preparation. As I under­ 
stand the situation, 19-year-old Daniel 
Ambrose was fulfilling a dream he had 
cherished for more than a third of his 
life, that of traveling on foot the entire 
length of the California mission chain in 
the same type of priestly garb worn by 
the Mission Founder, Father Junipero 
Serra. I can think of at least two more 
sympathetic and understanding ap­ 
proaches which would have better filled 
the space than did the reproachful (“an 
ominous beginning ... whether he knows 
it or not’’) and scornful (“red-cheeked, 
milk-and-cookies recent high school 
graduate” ) tone adopted by the writer. 
Rather than dredging up well-enough- 
known behavior of long-dead padres and 
governors, the writer could have delved 
a bit into young Daniel's fam ily 
background and character. To dismiss 
his motivation as a “notion ... planted in 
his new mind by a nun teacher” is to 
short-circuit the investigative wort cal­ 
led for by a front-page top-left article. 
Daniel’s experiences on the many miles 
already covered by his trek (he’s keeping 
a diary), including why David Johnson 
joined him (Scout earning m erit 
badges), would have made fascinating 
reading. How did Daniel come to be 
sponsored by the Santa Cruz group for 
the retarded? — only group in town that 
would consent. 
There are other problems with the ar­ 
ticle. It makes little sense to saddle 
Daniel with what we in this enlightened 
age of total quality for both black and 
white! ?) see as the sins of the mission 
founders — though the padres honestly 
thought they were doing right, and may 
well have been doing so in that brutish 
age. Anyone who has taken the trouble to 
read Indian history in general, and mis­ 
sion Indian history in particular, knows 
how raw a deal the Indians got from the 
white man — no need to call it “seldom 
mentioned.”

Adler noted that he had read several 
articles in the American press reporting 
on the difficulties of Russian Jews ad­ 
justing to a freewheeling, open society. 
Adjustment is a problem in Israel. It is 
one reason for the high rate of 
emigration; 20,000 Israelis left the 
country last year.

The Yom Kippur war of October, 1973, 
had serious consequences with 3,000 
Israeli dead which, as a percentage of 
the total 3 million population, was a 
devastating figure. 
Since then, terrorist bombs have gone 
off repeatedly, although none took the 
toll of the explosion in Jerusalem. In 
black headlines and on television screens 
around the world, it was one more signal 
of the peril that the Palestinian ex­ 
tremists are able to perpetrate. 
Within the country, the terrorist at­ 
tacks arouse the bitterest feeling. A 
group of young counter-terrorists have 
tried to launch indiscriminate assults cm 
Arabs in the Arab quarter of the city and 
the government had to resort to water 
cannons to restrain them. 
As after past incidents, Israeli forces 
directed fire on Palestinian refugee 
camps across the border in Lebanon. 
These camps are considered havens of 
the extremists who claim credit for the 
killings in Israel. 
The reprisal attacks are also in­ 
discrim inate killing. Women and 
children die and homes are destroyed. So 
far as can be determined, such attacks 
have had no result in stopping or curbing 
the incidents within Israel. 
An observer in the Middle East even 
for a brief time feels the blood hatreds 
that have grown up over the years of con­ 
flict. It is a principal reason why any 
lasting peace will be so hard to achieve. 
What is happening is a kind of warfare 
and the question is whether those who 
deeply want peace on both sides of the 
divide can reach a compromise.
